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Book  circulation  for  1963  has  increased  over  1962  by 
1,127.  The  1962  circulation  was  2,529  and  the  1963  figure 
is  3,656.  The  breakdown  of  fiction  and  non-fiction  being:

The  State  Library  Bookmobile  has  provided  this  li- 
brary with  excellent  material  this  year.  We  have  borrowed 
1,791  books  of  which  75  were  mail  requests  from  the  State 
Library  in  Concord,  the  University  of  N.  H.,  Dartmouth 
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College  and  Saint  Anselms  College  and  the  Newport  Li- 
brary. 

Again  we  express  our  thanks  to  Miss  Alice  Carter,  Ex- 
tension Librarian  for  her  invaluable  service  to  our  library. 

Throughout  the  year  the  trustees  and  librarian  have 
attended  the  many  Co-operative  Book  purchasing  meet- 
ings, N.  H.  Library  Assn.  meetings  and  the  Univ.  of  N.  H. 
Publicity  Workshop. 

Miss  Barbara  Malony  has  been  assisting  as  helping 
librarian  again  this  year. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Gilsum  Elementary 
school  and  the  library,  bus  students  are  allowed  to  visit 
the  library  every  Wednesday  afternoon.  This  has  been  a 
great  aid  to  students  in  outlying  areas  of  town  to  obtain 
library  books.  It  is  hoped  by  this  librarian  to  be  able,  in 
the  next  year,  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  the  needs 
of  our  students  of  both  schools,  so  that  we  will  have  the 
material  required,  in  their  subjects,  on  hand.  This  calls 
for  greater  cooperation  between  the  teachers  and  the  li- 
braries with  sufficient  timing  to  fill  the  requests. 

The  library  hours  remain:  Monday,  7-9  P.M.  and 
Wednesday,  2-4  and  7-9  P.M. 

We  have  had  on  different  occasions  some  20  displays 
throughout  the  year.

In  observance  of  National  Library  Week,  the  Gilsum 
"Histograph"  was  displayed,  the  school  children  parti- 
cipated in  a  poster  contest,  "Open  House"  was  held  at  the 
Library  featuring  antique  publications  and  junior  host- 
esses dressed  in  period  costumes  and  a  week-long  book  sale 
was  held  at  the  Legion  Hall.  The  unsold  books  from  the 
sale  were  purchased  by  the  Keene  Branch  of  the  American 
Association  of  University  Women. 

The  Library  took  part  in  the  Gilsum  Bicentennial 
celebration,  principally  through  sponsorship  of  the  work 
of  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  through  historical  exhibits 
and  by  means  of  a  float  in  the  parade  depicting  Sylvanus 
Hayward  at  work  on  writing  the  Town  History. 

The  Trustees  completed  the  "weeding"  program,  in 
preparation  for  cataloguing  of  the  books  retained  in  the 
Library.  A  meeting  was  held  with  Mr.  Emil  Allen,  Assist- 
ant State  Librarian,  at  which  cataloguing  methods  were 
discussed  and  at  which  Mr.  Allen  gave  assurance  of  as- 
sistance from  the  State  Library  in  starting  our  cata- 
loguing work,  as  soon  as  personnel  can  be  made  available.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FRIENDS  OF  THE  LIBRARY 

The  work  of  The  Friends  of  the  Gilsum  Public  Library 
during  1963  was  focused  on  collecting  and  supplying  his- 
torical information  to  the  Bicentennial  Committee  from  a 
wide  variety  of  sources,  in  and  out  of  Gilsum.  The  orig- 
inal Charter  was  found  in  Surry  and  copies  were  made 
available  to  the  Library  for  general  distribution  and  dis- 
play. A  list  of  outstanding  citizens  is  also  available.  The 
information  collected  was  used  for  preparing  news  re- 
leases, the  Bicentennial  program  (including  a  map),  the 
Library's  and  other  floats  in  the  parade,  demonstrating 
colonial  arts  and  in  making  some  25  signs  marking  points 
of  historical  interest. 

A  unique  "Histograph",  showing  important  events  in 
town  history  by  five-year  periods,  was  completed  to  1870 
and  partially  done  from  that  year  to  1963. 

Many  residents  of  all  ages  put  forth  great  effort  in 
the  presentation  of  the  historical  back-ground  of  the 
Town.  The  enthusiastic  response  from  the  public  indi- 
cates an  asset  for  Gilsum,  extending  far  beyond  the  Bi- 
centennial. 

A  series  of  eight  meetings  on  "Great  Decisions"  was 
sponsored,  using  material  prepared  by  the  Foreign  Policy 
Association  World  Affairs  Center.

Report  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  Your 
District  Chief 

During  the  past  year  New  Hampshire  faced  the  greatest  forest 
fire  threat  to  its  woodlands  in  more  than  sixty  years.  The  continued 
drought  brought  home  to  our  citizens,  as  never  before,  the  potential 
threat  of  destructive  fires  to  their  beautiful  and  valuable  forests,  homes 
and  livelihood.  In  true  American  tradition  of  meeting  a  common  threat 
by  volunteer  effort,  this  fire  danger  was  minimized  by  active  preven- 
tion, patrol  and  relinquishing  of  personel  rights  for  the  common  good, 
it  was  the  greatest  demonstration  of  public  co-operation  ever  exper- 
ienced by  those  responsible  for  local  and  state  fire  control.  The  ready 
forces  of  volunteer  fire  services  kept  the  losses  low.  For  their  effort  and 
public  response  the  general  fire  service  expresses  its  heartfelt  thanks 
for  a  job  well  done. 

Prevention  however,  is  not  just  an  activity  for  the  bad  fire  years. 
It  must  be  practiced  until  it  becomes  a  part  of  our  public  conscience 
—  a  habit.    Just  plain  carelessness  with  fire  causes  too  many  of  our  fires. 

The  following  practices  and  suggestions  will  help: 

1.  Always  have  a  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and  burn  with- 
in the  terms  of  the  permit  and  in  a  safe  place.  Burn  late 
in  the  afternoon  when  the  wind  is  down  or  on  rainy  or 
damp  days.  Check  your  fire  and  if  winds  develop  ex- 
tinguish it  promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dump  —  it's  safer.  A 
neglected   backyard   incinerator  causes   many  fires. 

3.  Never  discard  lighted  cigarette  or  match.  Make  this  a 
year  round  habit  regardless  of  the  safety  of  your  sur- 
roundings. 

4.  Children  caused  fires  are  now  a  major  concern.  Keep 
matches  away  from  them  and  teach  them  to  respect  fire 
and  not  make  it  a  subject  of  play. 

Lets  all  join  with  "Smokey  the  Bear"  and  "Keep  New  Hampshire 
Green"  and  growing  in  1964.
